Suffrage and the War. 

“It is my duty to win the war,” said 
the president, “and to ask you to re- 
move every obstacle that stands in the 
way of winning it. I tell you 
plainly that this measure which I urge 
upon you is vital to the winning of the 
war, and to the energies alike of prepa- 
ration and of battle. And not to the 
winning of the war only. It is vital 
to the right solution of the great prob- 
lems which we must settle, and settle 
immediately, when the war is over.” 


An audience which crowded both 
the senate floor and galleries and which 
included ‘members of the cabinet, sen- 
ators, representatives and other offi- 
cials, cheered the president at length 
when he entered and left the: chamber, 
but did not interrupt his address with 
applause. Many senators opposing the 
resolution did not join in the final 
demonstration, 

After the presidents’ address, the 
senate resumed debate while leaders 
recanvassed senators to determine the 
effect of the president’s intervention. 
Champions of the resolution said they 
can safely count on 62 of the senate’s 
96 votes, or two less than the requisite 
two-thirds majority. Opposition lead- 
ers declared that, despite the presi- 
dent's. action, none of the 34 members 
heretofore classed as opposed to. the 
resolution has given any indication of 
voting for it. With nine senators ab- 
sent and paired—six for any’ three 
against the resolution—the senate was 
said to stand 56 to 31; respectively, 
with a change of two sénators neces- 
sary to carry the amendment.

Secretary Lansing’s reply, made pub- 
lic today, declared that the use of shot-

other weapons now used- in modern 
warfare the shotguns used by the 
American troops cannot be the subject 
of legitimate or reasonable protest. — 

“If the German government should 
carry out*its threat in a single in- 
stance,” says Secretary Lansing’s reply, 
“it will be the right and duty of the 
United States to make such reprisals as 
will best protect the American forces, 
and notice is hereby given of the in- 
tention of the government of the Unit- 
ed States to make such reprisals.” 


The Amertean Reply. 


After acknowledging receipt of the 
memorandum submitted through the 
Swiss legation, communicating the Ger- 
man protest, Secretary Lansing said: 

“In reply to the German protest, the 
government of the United States has to 
say that the provision of The Hague 
convention, cited in the protest, does not 
in ‘its opinion forbid the use of this 
kind of weapon.

can be reached. With the debacle in 
Serbia and Bulgaria complete, the 
Austro-Hungarians in Albania soon will 
be put to the test, and when their evac- 
uation to their own borders is accom- 
plished the allies will have welded an 
iron semi-circle about the central pow- 
ers from the Black sea to the North sea. 

Although it had been officially an- 
nounced that hostilities against the Bul- 
garians ceased at noon Monday, the 
French official communication of Mon- 
day night said French cavalry had en- 
tered Uskub, one of the most impor- 
tant communication centers in Serbia.

Attack Was Launched in 
Conjunction With British 
Force--Fighting Was Very 
Hard at Many Places. 


British Headquarters in France, Sun- 
day, September 29.—(Reuters.)—Strik- 
ing at the strongest point of the Hin- 
denburg line between St. Quentin and. 
Le Catelet, British and American troops 
launched a terrific RKttack at 6 o'clock | 
this morning. Forty-eight hours be- 
fore the infantry had advanced against 
the German lines the British artillery 
had maintained the terrific fire against 
the enemy positions. For the last five | 
hours of this bombardment gas shells | 
by the thousands were hurled against 
the Germans, causing a comparative si- 
lence to fall over the lines. 

During the night a preliminary in- 
fantry attack developed between Mar- ; 
coiling and Masnieres against the Hin- | 
denburg line and met with satisfactory 
success. Under a creeping curtain of 
flame the main- assault was launched | 
this morning. A large force of Ameri-| 
can troops shouting “Lusitania,” ad- 
vanced in the first waves with splendid 
dash, their war cry being a ringing 
slogan. A large number of tanks went 
out with the first wave, being directed 
at a front of six thousand yards south 
of Venduil, where the St. Quentin ca- 
nal passes through a tunnel. 


Allied Movements Hidden, 

The weather. was fine and cold, with 
a slight mist that served to hide the al- 
lies’ movements from the enemy. It has 
beem learned from prisoners that the 
enemy had nine divisions in close re- 
serve, as the proloriged bombardment 
gave him ample notice of what was 
coming. The alviles anticipated stiff re- 
sistance. Using the Vendhuile gap as 
a bridge, the Americans stormed for- 
ward, deploying fanwise as they went. 
One British division swam across the 
canal, the men shaking themselves and 
laughing as they re-formed their lines 
on the eastern bank. Then under 
steady machine gunfire they pushed 
forward into Bellenglise. 

At 9 o’clock the prisoners were 
streaming back in droves.. By-this, the 
first phase of the attack ended and af-'! 
ter a pause the advance was resumed. ° 

Then one of the most dramatic inci-, 
dents of the battle occurred.

Washington, September 30.—More 
than 20,000 new cases of Spanish in- 
fluenza were reported from army 
camps during the 48 hours ending at 
noon today. Pneumonia cases reported 
numbered 733 and deaths 277. The total 
of pneumonia cases now is 6,766 and 
deaths 1,577. 5 
_ The total number of influenza cases 
in all camps was 72,327, said a state- 
"ment tonight from the office of the 
surgeon general of the army. The new 
cases reported Sunday numbered 9,242 
and those today 11,024. 

Shree camps today reported more 


than 1,000 new cases. Camp Pike, 
Arkansas, had 1,205; Camp. Sherman, 
Ohio, 1,200, and Camp Jackson, South 
Carolina, 1,168. Pneumonia cases are 
increasing at these camps, but the 
death rate continues low. 

The highest death rate. reported to- 
day was from Camp Dix, New Jersey, 
where sixty-four soldiers died, and 
where next to Camp Devens, Massa- 
chusetts, the epidemic is most severe. 
Camp ,Devens, continued to show a 


marked decrease in new cases, only 107 
being. reported today with 47 new 

of pneumonia. The total of in- 
; a cases reported from this camp 
is 12,707, with 1,860 cases of pneumonia 
and 593 deaths. 

More than 2,000 extra nurses have 
been sent to various camps, it was 
said tonight, and authority has been 
given to engage locally as many as are 
needed. Additional hospital facilities 
have been provided at point where the 
epidemic is on the increase. 

The campaign of the public health 
service to aid communities where in- 
fluenza is epidemic was given new im- 
petus today wher the volunteer medi- 
cal service corps reported the names 
of physicians in all sections of the 
country who are ready to aid in the 
work of checking the disease.

mediately and surrender all means of. 


transportation to the allies. 

Bulgaria also will surrender her 
boats and control of navigation on the 
Danube and concede to the allies free 
passage through Bulgaria for the de- 
velopment of military operations. 

All Bulgaria arms and ammunition 
are to be stored under the control of 
whom is conceded the 

ight to occupy all important strategic 
points. — 

The Associated Press learns that the 
military occupation of Bulgaria will be 
entrusted to British, French and Ital- 
ian forces, and the evacuation of por- 
tions of Greece and perbia, respect- 
ively, to Greek and Serbian troops. 

The armistice means a complete milli- 
tary surrender, and Bulgaria ceases to 
be a belligerent.

Igaria in War Three Years. 
Bulgarian representatives agreed to 
an armistice a. few days less than 
three years after she entered the war 
on the side of Germany. It was on 
October: 8, 1915, that Bulgaria issued a 
manifesto announcing her decision to 


cast her lot against the entente alli- 
ance. She had been fifteen months in 


deciding her course. 

In the manifesto issued at the time 
of her entrance into the ranks of the 
belligerents, the Bulgarian government 
declared that her trade interests and 
economic rights “were inseparably 
bound up with Turkey, Germany and 
Austria.” It was added that Germany 
had offered Bulgaria, in return for her 
neutrality, the whole of Macedonia, in- 
cluding Uskub, Monastir and Ochrida. 
A still greater. territorial expansion, at 
the expense of Serbia, was said to have 
been offered as a condition of active 
military assistance. 

During the period of Bulgarian neu- 


trality both the entente alliance and the | 


central powers had made offers to Bul- 
Saria; and Russia, who for years had 
protected Bulgarian interests, sent an 
ultimatum to Bulgaria early in October, 
1915. Bulgaria refused the Russian de- 
mands. 

The Bulgarian manifesto said that 
Bulgaria did not believe in the promises 
of the entente and that “Bulgaria must 
fight at the victor’s side.” .

First Hundred Numbers Fiashed. 

Only the first one hundre&é numbers 
were flashed to the country by tele- 
graph. Because of the impracticability 
of telegraphing all of the 17,000, the 
press had been !asked to refrain from 
sending more than one hundred num- 
bers. The complet® master lists will 
be mMaijied as soon as the drawing is 
over to district draft boards through- 
out the country, to be made public by 


em. 
The drawing is taking place in one 
of the large caucus rooms of the sen- 


vate office building. There was an in- 


terested crowd to witness the open- 
ing ceremany, but the interest was 
rather in the parSetpants than in the 
drawing itself, for the olassification 
System which determines the status 
of the registrants has made the order 
numbers relatively unimportant. The 
first hundred capsules were hardly out 
of the bowl before the audience began 
to drift away. 
The president, with Mrs. Wilson, 
reached the caucus room just before 


noon, and joined a group iricluding the 


vice president, Speaker Clark, the 
chairmen of the senate house military 
committees, Secretary Daniels, Acting 
Secretary Crowell, of the war depart- 
ment; General March, chief of staff of 
the army; Admiral Benson, chief of 
naval operations, and others who were 
to take part 

All was in readiness for the drawing, 
including a battery of cameras that 
reached across the room directly be- 
fore the bowl. This bowl, the one used 
in the original draft lottery, had been 
brought from its place at Independence 
hall, Philadelphia, for the occasion. 


Wilson Was Blindfolded. 


Before making his explanatory state- 
ment, Provost Marshal General *Crow- 
der whispered to the president. that 
in his case the blindfold, always worn 
by those drawing numbers, would be 
dispensed with. Mr. Wilson said he 
thought it would be better to make no 
exception in his case, so the blindfold, 
made from a slip of cloth that cov- 
ered a chair used in the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence, was 
adjusted as the president approached 
the: bowl. 

The crowd applauded as number 322 
was announced and the president re- 
turned to his seat to watch the remain- 
der of the opening ceremony. 

The same procedure that governed 
the other drawings was followed. As 
the capsules are drawn from the 
bowl by a blindfoldéd person, they are 
opened by another, who calls out the 
number marked on the slip of paper 
within, the number is recorded by tell- 
ers, and at the same time written ona 
large blackboard for checking purposes, 
if necessary. Each tiny slip is to be 
threaded on a thin wire so as to un. 
mistakably keep all in the order in 
which they come out. 

Asthe numbers are read, tellers re- 
cord them on sheets to be hurried to 
the government printing office for the 
official master list. : :

Because of the many exemptions 
caused by the limitation on men to be 
accepted for service in this draft, all 
of the men holding these numbers who 
have no valid claims to exemption are 
sure to be affected within several 
months.

one who destroys either of them will in 
the end destroy the fabric and the life 
of the state. 

“First, there is involved the right of 
the states to contro] the police system 
of the state. If you gave the federal 
government the authority to destroy 
police authority you tear down one 
of the pillars.” 

For the federal govérnment to extend 
the franchise to women in all states, is 
the opening wedge that will ultimately 
destroy the police powers of the state, 
said Senator Underwood. While the 
power of local taxation is not involved in 
the resolution, he continued, yet its pas- 
sage would mean that that power is 
threatened. The third pillar of democ- 
racy. he said, is the right for the states 
to control their own electorate, and by 
that right of control is to thwart the 
will of the people. : 

Senator Underwood said that at the 
heace conference the United States, 
Great Britain and France will insist on 
principle of democracv. He closed with 
a plea to vote on the resolution and end 
the controversy. 

Violative of Democracy. 

Speaking in opposition, Senator 
Smith, of South Carolina, declared it 
“violative of every principle of Ameri- 
can democracy.” 

Local self-government, he said, is 
the bedrock of our democracy, while a 
measure of this kind tends to take from 
the states the rights which they pos- 
sess and place them in the hands of the 
federal governemnt. Senator Smtih 
said, however, he was not opposing the 
right of women to vote, but merely 
the means by which they seek to ob- 
tain the right.

Address of the President. 

The text of President Wilson's ad- 

dress towhe senate follows: 


“Gentlemen of the senate: 

“The unusual circumstances of a 
world war in which we stand and are 
judge in the Wiew not only of-our own 
but 
also in the view of all nations and. peo- 
ples. will, I hope, justify in your 
thought, as it does in mine, the mes- 
sage I have come to bring you. I re- 
gard the concurrence of the senate in 
the constitutional amendment propos- 
ing the extension of the suffrage to 
women as vitally essential to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the great war 
of humanity in which we are engaged. 
I have come to urge upon you with 
solemn earnestness the considerations 
which have led me to that conclusion. 
It is not only my privilege, it is also 
my duty, to apprise you of every cir- 
cumstance and element involved in this 
momentous struggle which seems to mea 
to affect its very processes and its out- 
come. It is my duty to win the war 
and to ask you to remove every obsta- 
cle that stands in the way of win- 
ning it. og 

“T had assumed that the senate would 
concur in the amendment becauge no 
disputable principle is involved, but 
only a question of the method by which 
the suffrage is to be extended to women.

If we be 
indeed democrats and wish to lead the 
world to democracy, we can ask other 
peoples to,accept in proor of our sin- 
cerity and our ability to lead them 
whither they wish to be led, nothing 
dess persuasive and convincing than our 
actions. Our professions will not suf- 
fice. Verification must ‘be forthcoming 
when verification is asked for. And in 
this case verification is asked for— 
asked for in this particular matter. 

“You ask by whom? Not through 
diplomatic channels; not by foreign 
ministers; not by the intimidations of 
parliaments. It is asked “for by the anx- 
ious, expectant, suffering peoples with 
whom we are dealing and who aré 
willing to put their destinies, in some 
measure, in our hands, if they are sure 
that we wish the same things that 
they do. I do not speak by conjecture, 
It is not alone the voices of statesmen 
and of newspapers that reach me, and 
the voice of foolish and intemperate 
agitators do not reach me at all. 
Through many, many channels I have 
been made aware of what that plain, 
struggling, workaday folk are think- 
ing, spon whom the chief terror and 
suffering.of this tragic war falls. They 
are looking to the great, powerful, fa- 
mous democracy of the west to lead 
them to the new day for which they 
have so long. waited; ana they think, 
in their logical simplicity, that democ- 
racy means that women shall play their 
part in affairs alongside men and upon 
an equal footing with them. If we re- 
ject measures like this, in ignorant de- 
fiance of what a new age has brought 
forth, of what they have seen but we 
have not, they will cease to believe in 

they will cease to follow or to 
trust us. 

“They have seen their own govern- 
ments accept this interpretation of de- 
mocracy—seen old governments like 
that of Great Britain, which did not 
profess to be democratic, promise read- 
ily and as, of course, this justice to 
women, though they had before refused 
it, the strange revelations of this war 
having made many things new and 
plain, to-governments as well as to peo- 
ples.

“Are we alone to refuse to learn 
the lesson? Are we alone to ask and

We have made 
partners of the women in this war; 
shall we admit them only to a partner-

and right? This war could not have 
been fought, either by the other na- 
tions engaged or by America, if it had 
not been for the services of the women 
—services rendered in every sphere— 
not merely in the fields of efforts in 
which we have. been accustomed to see 
them work, but wherever men have 
worked and upon the very skirts and 
edges of the battle itself. We shall not 
only be distrusted, but shall deserve to 
be distrustful if we do not enfranchise 
them with the fullest possible enfran- 
chisement, as it is now certain that the 
other great free nations will enfran- 
chise them. We cannst isolate our 
thought and action in such a matter 
from the thought of the rest of the 
world. We must either conform or 
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deliberately reject what they propose);

children between the ages 
18, inclusive, and 148 of 
cq@unties show a decreased 
illiteracy among the negro children. 
The combined figures for white and 
colored show that 148 counties have reduced 
their illiteracy since 1913. Changes in pop- 
ulation due to industrial conditions explain 
the failure to show advance made in some 
instances. For the state, as a whole, the 
statistics show that there was three times 
the illiteracy among children of school age 
in 1813 when compared with the figures 
received in this 1918 census, the total being 
9.1 per cent at that time, as compared with 
8 per cent for this year. The steady reduc- 
tion, which has been affected by the white 
public schools is shown when we compare 
the figures for 1908, which show 11.5 per 
cent illiteracy among children of school 
age, a@s against 9.1 per cent in 1913 and 3 
per cent in 1918. 

These statistics are encouraging, but we 
must strengthen our ¢ompulsory law and 
use every effort to see that boys and girls 
of this state, without exception, receive the 


>training to which they are entitled for their

PLAN SETTLING LAND 
NN SOUTH BY SOLDIER 


Board of Control Georgia Land 
Owners’ Association Pledge 
Co-operation at Meeting. 


Savannah, Ga., September 30,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Pledging cq-operation in the 
holding of a south wide conference of 
land owners in Savannah on November 
11 and 12, to consider plans for util- 
izing southern lands as farms for re- 
turning soldiers, and other 
problems of land utilization, the board 
of control of the Georgia Land Own- 
ers’ association adjourned its annual 
meeting in this city today. Having 
obtained an excellent state-wide tick 
eradication iaw as a result of its first 
year’s activities, the board unanimous- 
ly adopted resolutions declaring for a 


national war tax on dogs, and a state 
dog control law, and in favor of state 
universit ymanagement of experiment 
station work ni Georgia. 

The board also voted to request the 
secretary of agriculture to assign to 
Georgia a maximum number of veter- 
inarians, to aid in the work of tick 
eradication, se gg the co-operation of 
the farmers of the state, to the end 
that a maximum number of dipping 
vats may be constructed during the 
present calendar year, so that sys- 
tematic dipping may be taken up in 
a maximum number of counties at the 
beginning of next apring. To aid farm- 
ers in profitable marketing, as well as 
in economic buying of live stock, the 
board also indorsed the policy of es- 
tablishing county live stock associa« 
tions along the lines of those already 
established in Wayne, Effingham and 
Berrien counties. 


Pasture Development. 


The most important action taken by 
the board at its meeting, however, was 
the adoption of a plan suggested in 
an interesting address made by Pro- 
fessor John R. Fain, of the state col- 
lege, whereby a definite experiment 
in permanent pasture development is 
to be carried on in each of the forty 
counties represented in the member- 
ship of the Georgia Land Owners’ as- 
sociation. As interpreted by officials 
of the board, that scientific aid from 
the state college and the United States 
department of agriculture, is to be car- 
ried through the agency of the Geor: 
Zia Land Owners’ association to thé 
very doorsteps of the members of the 
association and to the farmers in the 
coastal plain section of Georgia. 

The question of soldiers’ homesteads 
and the opportunities offered the south, 
through the plans of the secretary of 
the interior, in seeking available lands 
for that purpose, was ably and inter- 
estingly presented to the board by C. 
S. Ucker, vice president of the South- 
ern Settlement and Development or: 
ganization, who is accompanying. H. 
T. Cory, the representative of Secre- 
tary Lane in this matter, and a well- 
known irrigtation engineer, on a trip 
of investigation througout the southern 
states. Mr. Ucker announces that Mr.

Lived a Hundred Years at 
Least While Waiting for 


‘ Projective to Strike, As- 


serts Zellah Covington. 


By Maxwell Droke. 
“A ribbbon of white with death at- 
tached to it.” 
So it was that Zellah Covington, play- 
wright, actor and author of “Some 
Baby,” the celebrated farce-comedy de- 
scribed the trail of tne torpedo. that 
struck and sunk the White Star liner 
“Arabic,” .on which he and his wife 
were passengers, on the morning of Au- 
gust 19, 1915. , 
“My play, ‘Some Baby,’ had just com- 
pleted a successful run at the Criterion 
theater in London, under the title, 
‘Three Spoonfuls,’” Mr. Covington ex- 
plained Monday afternoon to a Consti- 
tution reporter. 
‘Mrs. Covington and I were return- 
ing to America on the Arabic, to su- 
pervise the opening of the play jn New 
York. 
'“We weren't afraid. I can say that 
truthfully. ‘The Germans may sink other 


I maintained. And I believed it. You 
know that strange sense of security, 
that ‘Oh, nothing-will-happen-to-me- 
and-mine,’ feeling that sometimes takes 
hold of a fellow, for no particular 
reason.
